capeule description of, but perhaps the best is pro-Sovie., 
pro-Marzist intellectual. 

Ter exemple, the beckbene of the recruitamnt fa: 
Soviet intelligence comes from two elassees of people. Tx y 
come fom people recruited direstly from the Commnist 01 s- 
ment. In ether vorde, Commupists te the oxtent that they 
have bene Moscoy-trained. Teay have beeg im the apparatus . 
They have been in the conspizatarial part of the Party for 
years. And secendly, from that type of mieoriented intel ctu: 
who is pro-Savigt, 80 Russigied or ap proMarxist thet nes 
willing to blied himeelr to the poimt of comit(ing trease .. 
There 10, freitbly, a clear prwdilection for beth expionage 
aad tregson in thet type of parson. 

Getting back to the more general aspects a? your 
queation, thet is, the hangers-on, the casumls, vant the 
Party cqlls "impcents” that vere eugked in through veriou 
Party Propagasda appeals which at the moweut on their face 
were thdroughly fine and therqughly desirable and thprougsi; 
idealistic, there are a mmbey of very hard end fast, tasks 
fer shade penis. They don't always work but they frequent y 
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do. You'll find thet mest of the true imosents of the 
Popular Fromt got badly sickened by the uon-aggression 
pact. You'll find that a group of the game type became 
completely fed up by the emerging intransigeance of the 
Goviet Union in the international scene after World vor I-.

Troteky's headquarters in Mexico, or the san known sarice ly 
as Frenk Jaceon, alias Jacques Mornard Vamdendreischd. F's 
real identity ie unknowm. He put out Trotsky onthe order of 
the Soviets. 

There is enough of « little bay in most men the. 
conspiracy and its cause have a particular point of appet., 
but you take a man like Budenz ‘tho can sce that something 
he did resulted in a political assassination and the pil? 
gets a little hard to saesians
